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Economical Entry Keeps Old 
Sierra Madre Tradition Alive 


Appointed to Postmastership 
To Replace Eddie Robertson 


With one of the smallest floats in its history, Sierra Madre 
sustained its prize-winning tradition which it has held since 
1917 by winning an award in the 1955 Tournament of Roses Pa¬ 
rade in Pasadena during the rainswept New Year’s Day last 
Saturday. 

As the second smallest city participating in the parade, 
famous throughout the nation, Sierra Madre won second prize 
in the class of cities that are rated 5000 to 15,000 population with 
its economical, community-built entry bearing the title sugested 
by Hugh F. Colvin, "Good Things Come in Small Packages.” 

One of the good things that 
came in the package, besides 
the purple and white chrysan¬ 
themums and the 14,000 or¬ 
chids, was Barbara Duffy, 1954 
Wistaria Queen, who smiled 
her way through the cold rain 
atop the float throughout the 
parade as if she were “float¬ 
ing” in the warm, winter sun¬ 
shine that Southern California 
can usually brag about. Sched¬ 
uled to wear nothing but a 
white bathing suit supplied to 
the cause by Virginia Sayles, 
Miss Duffy was more fortunate 
than most of the parade beau¬ 
ties inasmuch as she wore a 
fur cape provided by Nettle- 
ton Furs of Arcadia, while the 
rest of her, submerged beneath 
the float, was clad in blankets 
and other warm clothing. 

The other person accompa¬ 
nying her in the flowered’ 
“package," besides Bert Cous- 
ens who went along for the 
ride, was Walter Goodwin who, 
after coordinating the many 
volunteer workers under the 
supervision of Float Associa¬ 
tion President W. M. Hawkins, 
Jr., drove the float from a 
concealed position. Goodwin, 
who is more than six feet tall, 
managed his vision through a 
peephole in the knot of the 
orchid bow. 

One of the most remarkable 
aspects of Sierra Madre’s entry 
in the Tournament of Roses 
Parade this year is the fact 
that its total cost was only 
SS00. This is in marked con¬ 
trast to the $3864 reportedly 
spent last year and the $1715 
billed to the community the 
year before. 

Financial contributions came 
through the approximately 190 
members of the Sierra Madre 
Float Association in addition to 
the proceeds from the rose sale 
promoted by the Association 
last September through which 
so many Sierra Madreans gave 
their dimes and dollars to the 
fund. 

Other donations were receiv¬ 
ed from the local Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, the Woman’s 
Club, the Lions Club, and from 
four local business concerns: 
the Bank of Sierra Madre, Ar¬ 
nold’s Hardware, Sierra Madre 
Hardware, and the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre News. 

The low cost of the float was 
to a large extent made possible 
by the many donations of ma¬ 
terials and labor contributed by 
the E. K. Wood Lumber Co. and 
the Sierra Madre Exchange 
Club. 

Perhaps those who deserve 
some of the greatest thanks 
and applause, along with Mac- 
Cason who designed the float, 
are the unnamed Boy Scouts, 
Girl Scouts, and many loyal 
adults who assisted in decorat¬ 
ing the floral entry. 

Among the others who can 
be listed for their contributions 
are Roess Market, Hartman’s 
Pharmacies, William Fischer, 
Harold Roberts, Royal Drug and 
Georgene’s Flowers. Aid in se¬ 
curing the flowers at a budget 
price was given by William 
Harris and Murray Owen. 


Mayor Charles E. Louk be¬ 
came the new Postmaster for 
Sierra Madre Friday afternoon 
following a brief installation 
ceremony at 2 o’clock conduct¬ 
ed by Post Office Inspector 
Fred W. Leben from the Pasa¬ 
dena postal territory. 

Louk moved into his new 
post following an appointment 
signed by President Eisenhow¬ 
er after recommendations were 
made by the congressman from 
this area, Edgar W. Hiestand, 
and with approval by the Post¬ 
master General in Washington, 
D.C., Arthur E. Summerfield. 
The annual salary for the Post¬ 
master here is $5770. 

Louk, who has been in civic 
affairs since taking residence 
in Sierra Madre seven years 
ago, has been known in busi¬ 
ness as a contractor and build¬ 
er, but he is not without pre¬ 
vious postal experience. His 
first job with the United States 
Post Office Department was as 
a young man in Michigan Val¬ 
ley, Kansas, where in 1913 he 
became a substitute rural mail 
carrier. His father, Gail V. 
Louk, had been a mail carrier 
there for 30 years. 

Later, in 1917 and 1918, Louk 
served out of the Kansas City, 
Kansas, postal station as a rail¬ 
way mail clerk. Before coming 
to Sierra Madre his principal 
residence was Lawrence, Kan¬ 
sas, where he was well known 
in the building and loan busi¬ 
ness. He and his wife, who now 
live at 409 Manzanita Ave., 
were both graduated from the 
University of Kansas at Law¬ 
rence. 

Louk became the acting 
Mayor of Sierra Madre follow¬ 
ing the resignation of Henry F. 
Korsmeier from that City Coun¬ 
cil position last March. In the 
April municipal elections, how¬ 
ever, Louk was elected to City 
Council and later named by 
council members to fill the 2- 
year term of Mayor. 

Asked if he may continue in 
the Mayor’s seat since his new 
appointment to the postmaster¬ 
ship, Louk says the legal de¬ 
tails concerning that matter 
now are being investigated but 
that it is generally believed he 
may hold both positions. Un¬ 
less further details prove other¬ 
wise the custom holds that al¬ 
though a Postmaster may not 
seek a political ,iob he may 
continue to fulfill his duties in 
a non-compensated civic office 
if it be one which he held be¬ 
fore his appointment to the 
Postmaster’s desk. 

The Mayor’s new job fills the 
vacancy left by former Post¬ 
master Eddie Robertson whose 
illness of almost a year forced 
him to file for retirement. Ro¬ 
bertson’s work in the mean¬ 
time has been accomplished by 
Assistant Postmaster Arthur H. 
Embree, who has served the 
Post Office here for many 
years.

Mayor Makes 
Proclamation 
Against Polio 


January will be known as the 
“March of Dimes Month” in 
Sierra Madre, according to a 
proclamation issued by Mayor 
Charles E. Louk, today. 

Mayor Louk called on local 
citizens to “help forever free 
our community from the threat 
of dreaded poliomyelitis,” by 
supporting the hopeful vaccine 
program of the National Foun¬ 
dation for Infantile Paralysis 
through generous contributions, 
our community from the threat 

He warned, however, that 
“even if the Salk vaccine event¬ 
ually banishes the fear of po¬ 
lio, we must make sure there 
are no ‘forgotten’ victims — 
those stricken before there was 
a polio vaccine to free them.” 

In Los Angeles county alone, 
Mayor Louk pointed out that 
millions of dollars in March of 
Dimes contributions have been 
spent in helping polio victims 
in Sierra Madre and other local 
communities to return to 
health and useful, productive 
lives. 

"Possibly $1,000,000 more will 
be needed here during 1955 to 
continue patie. it aid. This ad¬ 
ded to the vaccine and other 
programs of the National Foun¬ 
dation will bring the total goal 
for the Los Angeles March of 
Dimes to $1,750,000 of which 
$4000 is Sierra Madre’s job to 
raise,” he said. 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Julius Ham- 
merschmitt, Sierra Madre chair¬ 
man for the 1955 March of 
Dimes, is asking for volunteers 
for the local drive against po¬ 
lio. Her assistants are Mrs. Ro¬ 
bert Bettencourt, treasurer, and 
Mrs. Rocky Summers, Jr., who 
will serve as chairman for the 
"Mother’s March” later in the 
campaign. 

Mrs. Hammerschmitt, who 
has served as a volunteer in 
the polio mercy appeal for sev¬ 
eral years, also has been active 
in the work of the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Community Nursery School 
Auxiliary and the Civic Club.

R. C. Lewis, president of the 
Bank of Sierra Madre, an¬ 
nounced today that his bank 
has installed a profit-sharing 
retirement plan for the bank’s 
employees.

Re¬ 
tirement benefits based on ac- 
cumlated employer contribu¬ 
tions and earnings are payable 
at age 65. 

Other employment benefits 
offered by the Bank of Sierra 
Madre for years past include 
group insurance, plus hospital 
and medical coverages for em¬ 
ployees and their dependents. 

Imperial Industries of San 
Gabriel, Calif., specialists in 
group insurance and pension 
plans, are the administrators of 
the California Bankers Associa¬ 
tion plan.

Speaking on St. John’s vision 
in the fifth chapter of the Book 
of Revelations last Sunday 
morning, the Rev. A. Hesse of 
Faith Lutheran Church chose 
as his subject “Unrolling the 
Scroll of Another Year.” 

He stated in part: “There is 
before us the scroll of another 
year, unrolled to the second 
page. There appear to be 363 
more pages. What’s written on 
them? What’s in store for us? 
But more important is the 
questipn, ‘Who is unrolling this 
scroll?’ The ‘who’ determines 
more than anything else the 
‘what’. Should it be the wrong 
one, it could be disastrous for 
all of us.” 

Referring to John’s vision, 
the pastor said: “In answer to 
the invitation ‘Come up hither, 
and I will show you what must 
take place after this’, the Apos¬ 
tle John beheld the throne and 
the majestic One seated upon 
it. He was especially attracted 
to the scroll in the right hand 
of the figure upon the throne. 
Sealed with seven seals, this 
scroll was secure against pry¬ 
ing hands and inquisitive eyes. 

“What was written on this 
scroll? Examining the seals as 
they were later opened, we 
may conclude that this scroll 
contained the thoughts and 
works of God to be executed 
among men: the divine counsel 
of grace and judgment as it 
unfolds itself in the last days; 
some of the events through 
which the church on earth 
would pass. 

“No annual pages were listed 
in this scroll, and no mention 
is made of a consecutive order 
in time. It was a comprehen¬ 
sive scroll, covering the entire 
period. Of course, no Christian 
should question or deny whe¬ 
ther the One on the throne 
knows what is going to trans¬ 
pire during this year of 1955; 
for He knows all things. How¬ 
ever, here we must not make 
the mistake of associating His 
knowledge in an inevitable 
way with His power. Because 
He knows all things does not 
imply that He is the Author 
and Instigator of evil. He wills 
only the good, but permits evil 
as a judgment upon men’s 
godlessness and wickedness. 

“John was saddened because 
no one was able to open the 
scroll or to have a look at it. 
Perhaps he felt that the 
church’s future would forever 
remain a mystery. However, we 
should find comfort in this fact 
that no saint or angel in hea¬ 
ven, no church authority or dic¬ 
tator or prime-minister, no 
devil or fallen angel or unbe¬ 
lieving soul in hell governs the 
earth and shapes events, much 
as some of them would like to 
do so. Therefore we can be con¬ 
fident, because it lies within 
no creature’s ability to unroll 
the scroll of this new year. 

“John’s feelings changed 
when he was informed that 
there was someone, after all, 
whose conquest entitled Him to 
take the scroll, to break its 
seals, and to control events as 
they would come to pass. It 
was one who in His humilia¬ 
tion resembled a lamb, but 
now, in His exaltation, is the 
victorious lion. It was the 
Christ. It was still to be noticed 
that He had been the atoning 
sacrifice for the sins of the 
world; but now he was the liv¬ 
ing Conqueror. His ascension 
into heaven and sitting at the 
right hand of the Father imply 
that He, without the least ob¬ 
jection, ‘took the scroll out of 
the Tight hand of Him that sat 
upon the throne’. He assumed 
full authority and kingship, 
and since that day He has been 
unrolling the scroll of the 
years. 

“At the beginning of this 
new year, then, we can be both 
confident and thankful. Though 
many things concerning this 
new year are hidden to us and 
may not accord with our wish- , 
es nor with His will, because 
Christ rules in His church with 
His grace and Benedictions for 
the final glorification of His 
redeemed, and because Christ 
rules in the world with His 
power and judgment, all things 
will work together for good to 
them that love God.”

the donors. Purpose of the vis¬ 
ual survey, made possible by 
the Telebinocular, is to deter¬ 
mine whether or not a child has 
adequate vision for the work he 
is doing in school. Since a 
child’s work is at blackboard 
distance and at his desk, the 
survey is to determine how 
well he can see at sixteen 
inches, and at twenty feet. The 
coordination between the two 
eyes, at these distances, is in¬ 
dicated. 

Where a visual problem is 
detected, it is referred to the 
parents for further examina¬ 
tion at their discretion. At 
present, children recommended 
by their teachers because of 
difficulties, are being given the 
tests. Lack of time and school 
personnel prohibit examination 
of all children. 

Since diet, mental health, fa¬ 
tigue and other conditions- in¬ 
fluence eyesight, the school 
and the home can not be too 
alert in sharing the responsi¬ 
bility for the vital factors of 
children’s eyesight. The Tele¬ 
binocular is not intended to re¬ 
place the need for visits to the 
family occulist or optometrist, 
as limitations of the machine 
preclude a complete examina¬ 
tion. Control of eye movement 
developing at different ages in 
children, pltis some students’ 
desire to give the “right an¬ 
swer”, further limit exactitude 
in the tests. 

Within limits, the tests ap¬ 
plied are valid. In order that 
parents will not be misled into 
thinking the school can assume 
entire responsibility for their 
children’s eyesight, recognizing 
the limits of the tests is the 
duty of all sincerely interested 
in children’s eyesight. 

Astimigatism and Hyperopia 
(far-sightedness) will some¬ 
times be found if of major 
magnitude, but, under other 
conditions, can remain unde¬ 
tected. Inherent deficiencies in 
1 the testing method can be mis¬ 
leading: one, the inability to 
adequately control the pa- 
l tient’s accomodative reflex 
‘ throughout the test period. And 
second, the patient’s awareness 
1 of nearness of objects despite

GARDEN “ 
NOTES 

The home owner has long 
been confronted with the prob¬ 
lem of insufficient space to 
plant the many fruit varieties L 
he would like to have. Dwarf 
trees, and combination trees 
(several varieties budded on 
one) have provided a partial 
answer to this problem. Ac¬ 
cording to the California Asso- - 
ciation of Nurserymen in the 
last few years nurserymen _ 
seeking an answer to this*ques- [. 
tion have worked out a plant¬ 
ing program of placing three 
trees in one hole, spaced 18 1 

apart, in a triangular planting. _ 
This type of planting has I 
many advantages as it offers a 
wide variety of fruits, ripening 
at different times, to the home . 
owner who must plant in a V 
limited space. Actually three 
varieties planted in this fash¬ 
ion takes no more space than . 
a single tree. I 

Here is the way one nurse¬ 
ryman puts it. “Enjoy three . 
different fruits, three different 1 
months, from three trees grow¬ 
ing as one.” An example of a 
"Three in one” planting is: 
Gold Dust Peach for June, Ear¬ 
ly Elberta Peach for July, and j 
Freedom Nectarine for August. 
Just think of the enjoyment 
one will derive from such a 
planting — fruit all summer 
from a two foot plot! 

It is possible to make up ( 
your own combinations from 
the wide range of fruit varie¬ 
ties available. One should keep 
in mind, however, the type of 
growth, likeness of foliage and 
difference in ripening seasons 
of varieties chosen. Three-in- 
one plant'ings have been suc¬ 
cessfully grown with apple, 
peach, plus, cherry, pear, apri¬ 
cot and nectarine varieties. 

In the case of plum, almond 
and cherry varieties, where 
pollinization is often necessary, 
proper selection of varieties al¬ 
so insures proper pollinization. 
Varieties of nectarines and 
peaches can be planted to¬ 
gether as their foliage and 
general growth is the same; 
apples and crab apples can al¬ 
so be combined in triangular 
planting. 

Follow these six easy steps 
in planting to insure success. 

(1) dig a triangular hole 12 
to 18 inches deep and 2 feet 
in each direction. Add peat 
moss or compost to the pulver¬ 
ized soil. (2) Select three va¬ 
rieties and prune lateral 
branches about 2 to 2/2 feet 
above the bud union and prune 
all branches from one side, (3) 
Prune off most of the roots on 
the same side as you pruned 
the branches. (4) Plant trees 
so that the bud is two inches 
above final soil level. Space 
18 inches apart in triangle, 
roots and branches facing out¬ 
ward. (5) Firm soil around 
roots. Provide a basin around 
plot and settle dirt by flooding 
with water. Re-water as need¬ 
ed (6) Keep watered during 
dry season. Fertilize with sul¬ 
phate of ammonia in early 
June. 

In two to three years you 
will pick fine tree ripe fruit 
throughout the summer.

Perhaps a ham in Ha¬ 
waii or New Zealand, having 
experienced the same difficul¬ 
ty, will come through to the 
distressed transmitter builder 
with a flow of technical ad¬ 
vice that only a ham could 
enjoy. At times like that, a 
ham’s company is no fit com¬ 
pany for a woman.

So far as is known, Dr. 
Wynne is the only one here to 
operate on CW, which he does 
with an expert’s skill that al¬ 
lows him to read from 25 to 
30 words per minute. At that 
speed the dits and das come so 
fast that the layman would be 
unable to distinguish between 
the two much less interpret 
them in words. 

An advantage of CW is that 
it gets greater distance than an 
amateur’s microphone can 
reach. Also, from a sporting 
point of view, it presents a 
greater challenge. 

CW operators are hunters. Al¬ 
ways eager to add a rare con¬ 


tact to their logs, later verified 
through receipt by mail, they 
close in like a pack of hounds 
if some faint squeak on the 
air turns out to be a station 
at Lhassa, Tibet, or the King 
of Siam. The King of Siam was 
a ham and so, it is said, was 
the ex-King Farouk. 

For the sociable chatty type 
of operator the microphone 
holds greater lure than the key. 
That’s why most hams have 
their radio “shacks” in a gar¬ 
age or some remote part of the 
house. Their wives might oth¬ 
erwise grow a bit weary of the 
almost endless technical talk 
of which all hams are capable. 
Also, through their laws of eti¬ 
quette, they seldom interrupt 
one another—which means that 
occasionally the loquacious, 
frustrated-operator-type will 
drone on and on until the air¬ 
waves are limp with exhaus¬ 
tion.
